These Miniatures are among the finest remains of 15th century French Art 
of the famous school of Tours associated with the name of Jean Fouquet. 
They measure about 15 inches by 11, but are divided across into three com¬ 
partments, many of which are further divided from top to bottom. The 
number of different subjects depicted in them amounts in all to forty- 
six. They illustrate the opening chapters of each of the nine books 
of the French version of Valerius Maximus, known as “ Les Fais et les 
Dits des Romains et des autres gens,” which was begun by Simon de Hesdin 
for Charles V. of France in 1375 and completed by Nicolas de Gonesse for 
John, Duke of Berry, in 1401; and they represent with dramatic force and 
rare artistic merit scenes taken for the most part from Roman history. 

The sumptuous MS. from which they are reproduced consists of two 
volumes numbered 4374, 4375 of the Harley collection in the British 
Museum. It bears the arms and monogram, frequently repeated, of the 
eminent statesman and historian Philippe de Comines, and was probably 
executed for him about 1475, soon after he left the service of Charles, Duke 
of Burgundy, for that of Louis XI of France. At a later period it was in the 
library of the Abbey of St. Genevieve at Paris, whence it passed early in the 
18th cent, by some unexplained means into the hands of Edward Harley, 
Earl of Oxford. 

The reproductions in photogravure are by Emery Walker and the frontis¬ 
piece in colour by William Griggs, whose names are a guarantee of their 
exceptional quality. The issue consists of 100 copies, and no more will be printed.

Besides being a very interesting and important early book on 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey, this little volume has the distinction 
of being the first book printed in America by William Bradford. That 
this is the case there can no longer be any doubt, after the study 
which has been given to the question by the late Mr. Frederick B. 

Stone and the late Mr. Charles R. Hildeburn. The evidence is set 
forth in an extended note in Mr. Hildeburn’s “ Issues of the Press in 
Pennsylvania,” where this book is given the second place. In calling 
it the “first book,” we must except, of course, the little Almanack of 
1685, which was printed by Bradford earlier in the same year. 

Budd himself had settled in Burlington, N. J., in 1678, and 
owned 5,600 acres of land, which cost him £100. His book is not a 
religious treatise, as are so many books of the period, but it is a good 
account of the country and its resources, written with a view of 
inducing settlers to make their homes in the country. At the end is 
the translation of “The Dying Words of Ockanichon,” who died in 
Burlington; also an account of a Conference with the Indians at 
Burlington and other places.

An interesting little treatise which is perhaps the earliest news from the English 
colony in Guiana. It had been preceded only by the accounts of navigators: Raleigh, 

Keymis, Harcourt. Warren was a shrewd observer of nature, and possessed two fine 
English qualities: a dislike of negro-slavery, and a fondness for young Indian women.

Street, Peckham. The Duke of Devonshire, Mr. Alfred H. Hath, the Trustees of the 
British Museum, the Master and Senior Fellows of Trinity College, Cambridge, and 
the Curators of the Bodleian Library, Oxford, allowed their book treasures to be 
photographed. 

The result is a body of absolutely faithful reproductions, accompanied by critical 
remarks upon the texts which are vastly superior to anything else hitherto published in 
illustration of the works of Shakespeare.

These reproductions, which arc u made in England,” are veritable facsimiles in 
colour of the original pictures, and it is no exaggeration to say that they leave far 
behind all previous attempts by whatever process to reproduce Great Masters, whether 
by chromo-lithograph, oleograph, collotype, or colour photogravure. 

Even by the method now employed, the wonderful results could not have been 
achieved without the constant co-operation at every stage of a skilled artist with the 
engravers. Mr. Mortimer Menpes, who was the pioneer of the modern “ colour-hook,” 
is not only a skilled artist, but a past master of all methods of engraving, and it is 
entirely owing to his skill that the many difficulties have been surmounted, and lhe gap 
between the original and the reproduction successfully bridged.

In his last years Hokusai Katsushika, the greatest of modern Ukiyo-ye painters, made it his 
duty to draw every morning a sketch of the Chinese lion as a sort of charm to ward off evil 
spirits.
